MARCH: A busy month always! 


MARCH 2nd: Greater Victoria Drama Festival: M. Lindholm, K. Shand win 
acting awards, and whole cast receive “Teamwork Award.” 


MarcH 10th: Annual Spring Concert here, Play, Choir, and a film, Grand 
turnout of Parents and boys. Even the staff entertained! Remember??! 

Most successful and imaginative 
exhibits.

THE MOTHERS’ AUXILIARY, 1967

THE CONFEDERATION TRAIN 


I first viewed the Centennial Train on Monday night under the 
glow of the illuminated bars of light along each side. It made an 
impressive sight, and as we waited at the side of the train we looked 
at the colourful and decorative scenes. 

We passed through a simulated rainforest complete with sound 
to the best exhibit in the train — the Ice Age in North America, be- 
fore and after. Early native residents and their culture were shown, 
with beaver pelts, gold and missionary clothes. 

Car Two had an electronic map with explorers routes and a 
taped explanation. A model of Champlain, his ship, an original plank 
and his astrolabe with original maps and plans were shown. We 
passed through vivid representations of steerage travel with life-size 
models in the bunks. 

Car Three showed a French seignorial house with old and new 
implements contrasted, and an iron cooking pot borrowed from Upper 
Canada Village in Ontario. 

Car Four had Joseph Howe’s printing press with type font, 
Sitting Bull’s rifle and the Sioux head-dress, Louis Riel’s pistol and an 
original North West Mounted uniform as well as the medals. 


Car Five represented the Boer War, a striking glass panel of 
actual wheat with a bin of Marquis wheat, Amundsen’s conquest of 
the Northwest Passage and World War 1, with its trench warfare. 
We followed into the 1920’s with flappers, a player piano, an old 
movie and a peep show. 

Car Six presented World War II and many illuminated pic- 
tures. I was impressed with the cast bronze figures on the revolving 
turn-table representing the kind of people that made up Canada at 
Confederation, also the display of the various Fathers of Confeder- 
ation was good. 

While the train as a whole was fairly complete in coverage, I 
felt it could have had many smaller miniature exhibits for greater 
detail.

THE DRAMA CLUB 


Our 1967 entry in the Greater Victoria Schools’ Drama Festi- 
val was a passionate melodrama “Dick’s Undoing” or ‘‘True Love 
Unrequited.” which was inspired by the Centennial and Mrs. Henry 
Wood’s “East Lynne.” Set in 1867 England, it depicted the situation 
created when the second footman to the Earl of Embersden is accused 
of murder, while being the secret lover of the Earl’s only daughter. 
In true melodramatic style, it laboured through a complicated plot, 
making sly hits at a “man called MacDonald” as he is granted aud- 
ience with ‘“‘Her Poor Dear Majesty, who has so much else to worry 
about” than Canada. 

In the end all turns out well; the victim has miraculously sur- 
vived the attempt on his life; the second footman is betrothed to the 
victim’s daughter and true love remains unrequited, since Lady 
Adeline is left alone, pining for the lover she cannot have. 

Playing for the first time in the Elementary division, the play 
was well received by Mrs. Gwen Pharis Ringwood. Marshall Lind- 
holm as Peg Birtwhistle, took an award and was described as “de- 
lightful” by the Adjudicator, who also thought that Tom Larsen as 
John the Second Footman was very noble, while Gordon Campbell 
and Paul Wiggins were mentioned as having “‘achieved the touch of 
exaggeration that melodrama demands.”

COMMONWEALTH ESSAY CONTEST 


Glenlyon again achieved success in the 1966 Royal Commonwealth Society 
Essay Contest. Over 1,200 entries were submitted at the school level, from 
schools throughout the Province, Four hundred of these were selected for judging 
in Vancouver. Those judged by the adjudicators were forwarded to London. 
It is especially pleasing that Daryl Collard won third prize in the Class “C” group 
at the Grade 9 level; this included a special Centennial award of $15.00. His mark 
was 88%, whilst Brian Groos with 77% was commended in the same class. 

June 3rd, marked a very special moment, as the prizes and other awards 
were presented in Brock Hall (U.B.C.) and the address which followed was given 
by Dr. Phyllis Ross, former Chancellor of U.B.C. Dr. Ross commented on the high 
standard of the essays, which were forwarded to London, and remarked on the 
importance of communication at all levels of our society. 

The contest was open to entries from all parts of the Commonwealth; 
these entries were selected first of all by regional committees in those countries 
and then forwarded to London. Thus the competition faced by the Grade 9 boys 
was of a very high standard indeed. D.C. 


THE SCIENCE FAIR 
Seven boys entered the 1967 Glenlyon Science Fair, which was 
Judged on March 10th, by Dr. D. A. Hutchinson and Dr. G. B. Fried- 
mann from U-Vice. 
The entries judged to be of the highest standards were: 
“The Gall Bladder and Gall Stones” from David Buchan in Gr. 7 
“Salt-Water Powered Radio” from Andrew Barr in Gr. 6 
“Automatic Thermostat” from Donald Boldt in Gr. 5 
These three were considered worthy of being entered in the 
Sixth Greater Victoria Science Fair, which was held over the Easter 
weekend in the Education-Arts Building at U-Vic.

Chris Page, (Grade 7) on “Meteorology” 

Bruce Ford (Gr. 7) on “Di-Section”’ 

Gerald Trueman (Gr. 6) on “Heat,” and 

Jeffrey Barnett (Gr. 5), whose project was on “Mechanics.” 

David Buchanan’s project won the Intermediate Prize for all Victoria 

— the third time that a Glenlyon student has won this prize — and he and his 
exhibit were transported in style to Quebec City, where both were to receive an 
honorary mention. On the return trip, David visited Expo—a fine reward for a 
great deal of hard and careful work. 


PROJECT 100 

One day towards the end of the Christmas holidays, a grade 8 boy 
might have been seen busily tying fishing flies. Through the window he occasion- 
ally looked up to catch a glimpse of the sea. Was he thinking of the fish his flies 
were going to catch? Not atall. In another room his father, or it may have been 
his uncle, were bracing themselves to pay for the flies that were being tied. Then 
the boy’s purpose was personal gain? Wrong again! He was doing the work 
willingly, because he was thinking of children in Tanzania and other parts of 
Africa who had as yet no proper opportunities of schooling. 

All grades in Glenlyon contributed to this effort to raise money — 
British Columbia’s Centennial Project — to send Mobile Classrooms to Guyana 
and Tanzania. A total of $148.28 was raised in a school effort, when each boy 
was asked to do jobs, and bring certification that the money he had collected had 
been really earned. 

The jobs, executed mostly over the Christmas holidays, included scrub- 
bing walls, sanding boats, washing dishes, stacking wood, baby-sitting, raking 
leaves, gardening, cleaning basements, washing cars, splitting wood, doing car- 
pentry and moving topsoil. Even personal weekly allowances were willingly don- 
ated where no jobs could be found. 


ART - 1967 

During the Easter and Summer terms Grades 5 to 8 were engaged in 
a number of projects that proved of interest and value to all concerned. These 
projects included watercolours — both scenic and design work as well as original 
compositions on various subjects, woodcarving, 3-dimensional shadow-boxes, paper 
mosaics, cut paper work and wire sculpture. One of the most successful activities 
was the creation of various ceramic objects right from the raw clay stage through 
bisque ware to the final glazing and firing for the second time, resulting in some 
very interesting and colourful ceramic ware that was a distinct credit to its 
creators, engendering a feeling of pride and accomplishment from the end re- 
sults. 
The Fall term for Grades 4 to 6 has been taken up with cut paper work, 
watercolours, pastel work, the creation of Christmas classroom decorations and 
some highly decorative individual class panels for Christmas use in the gymna- 
sium during the final week of the term. With these experiences in Art as a 
background, we are proceeding in 1968 to further accomplishments of a more 
elaborate nature having in mind the true purpose of Art — an enjoyment and 
appreciation of all its aspects whether we are talented or otherwise, with the 
hope that others may derive the same pleasure from our work as we had in the 
original creation.

SWIMMING — 1967 


All Glenlyon pupils, except Grade 3, were able to participate in a Swim- 
ming Programme which was carried on throughout the Spring Term. All the 
boys involved were taken to and from the Y.M.C.A. or the Crystal Gardens. 


Instruction in the basic strokes was given by various instructors and 
some of the strong swimmers learned a little Life-Saving towards the end of 
the term. However, the 20 minutes ‘‘free-time’”’ at the end of each session proved 
to be the most popular part of the course, and the timid swimmer gained more 
confidence during this time. It is to the school’s credit that there were no non- 
swimmers by the time the term closed and the number of non-participants re- 
mained low. 

An Inter-House Swimming Gala climaxed the swimming programme. 
This was held in the morning of March 20, 1967 at the Crystal Gardens and a 
very high percentage of the boys competed in the various races and in the diving 
contest.

GLENLYON PHYSICAL EDUCATION DISPLAY 


On April 28th, 1967 Mr. McManus organized the boys in different grades 
performing different activities which had been carried out normally in gym per- 
iods throughout the year.

Two teams competing against each other in an 
attempt to transport a mat over an obstacle course in as short a time as 
possible. 


Gym Club: Both Seniors and Juniors were combined together and the best were 
picked. Vaulting and tumbling took place after they had been practised 
for months earlier and they performed very well. eet

TRACK AND FIELD — 1967 — SUMMER TERM 


Track and Field is one of the school’s major summer sports, 
and every boy participates in the program and training. 


The highlights of the season are Sports Day and the Inter- 
School Meets — this year there were two meets, the first being held 
on June 7th at St. Michael’s School, and was the Annual Triangular 
Prep Schools Meet between Cliffside, Glenlyon and our hosts. This 
is always an exciting afternoon, and the final results are not usually 
decided until the final relays are run. This year was true to form, 
for we retained our possession of the trophy by the narrow margin 
of 2 points over Cliffside, and St. Michael’s were only 8 points short 
of victory. Two boys from each school compete in 880 yds., 440 yds., 
High Jump, Broad Jump, 100 yds., Shot-put, and Relay (4x110 yds.) 
at two age levels — Under 12 and Under 14. Of our 59 points in all 
the Junior Team gained 40, with Tim Page and Grant Woolcock each 
winning two events, and T. Wiggins, I. Campbell, T. Slater, and J. 
McKenzie all contributing points; We found the Senior Competition 
very tough, and C. Mills was our only winner (High Jump, 4’10’).

SAILING WITH BRENTWOOD 


MAY 16/67 We left Glenlyon at 1:30 p.m. and arrived at 
Brentwood at 3:00 after an uneventful drive over the Malahat.

For the meet at 
Glenlyon, Pieter and Ian Campbell were added as spares.

MILES FOR MILLIONS 


At 8:30 a.m., November 25, 1967, 12,000 people of all ages 
began a tremendous mass march from in front of the Parliament 
Buildings, to raise money for Project 100 and Oxfam. After hard 
work on the part of Rev. Walter McLean to inspire students with 
films, lectures and a huge rally, this march had become a reality. 

Glenlyon took a large part in this march, being represented 
by 52 students and five masters. In money per mile, our leader was 
Jim Harris with $6.04 per mile. 

We marched very well, but then so did everyone! The 26-mile 
course was very tough in places, but 29 Glenlyon Boys finished the 
course, including Jim Harris, who raised altogether $157.04. and 
Jimmy Buchanan, although only ten years old. 

The total mileage walked by Glenlyon boys was 1050 miles 
and the total amount of money raised was $1,834.67. This is a very 
high ratio between people and money raised when compared to the 
total effort. 


The actual march was an unqualified success too, reaching 
past its goal of $1,000,000.00, with about 4,000 people finishing, the 
first person having run all the way, and the last people coming in 
after 8:30 p.m. 

This truly was an event to remember from Centennial Year 
and one in which Glenlyon played a significant part. F.S.M.B.

BIOGRAPHY 


Vilhjalmur Stefansson was born on November 3, 1879 at Arnes, Manitoba, 
of Icelandic parents graduating from the University of Iowa he later studied 
theology and anthropology for three years at Harvard University. 

After two archaeological voyages to Iceland in 1904-05 he turned to 
Arctic research north of the circle. During five years in this area region he 
explored vast regions in Canada and Alaska. He discovered, between 1915 and 
1917, the islands, now known as Borden, Brock, Meighen, and Lougheed, and 
several smaller islands in the area. 

In 1918 he explored by sled, and with four companions, the Beaufort sea 
area. They were absent from shore about eight months, during six of which 
they were encamped, and lived by hunting, on a flow more than five miles in 
diameter while it drifted with them 450 miles over a previously unexplored ocean 
from 1-8 miles deep. They found an abundance of seals which provided fuel and 
food. They returned on January 4, 1919 to be acclaimed as national heroes and 
met by the Prime Minister Sir Robert Laird Borden in Ottawa, who said, “truly 
a fine bunch of explorers.” 

Stefansson has laid great stress on the economic value of the Arctic 
regions chiefly as meat producing country through the cultivation of the domes- 
tic reindeer and the breeding of the mule-deer.
